If Dr. Charles Laughead, late 
of the Michigan State College 
hospital staff, is correct, this 
weary old world 
will shrug its 
shoulders 24 
hours hence, 
and as mother 
earth’s ribs and 
muscles settle 
back after the 
prodigious 
shrugging, 
earthquakes 
and tidal waves 
will follow, pre- 
saging the end. 

One of the doctor’s flat pre- 
dictions is that Lake Michigan 
will experience a tidal wave, 
touched off by great slides and 
shrinkages deep within earth’s 
core. 

If so, this will be the worst 
disaster for that city since the 
great fire of October, 1871. 

Sectional feelings have modi- 
fied greatly since then, but at 
the time of that vast conflagra- 
tion which consumed Chicago 
they were generating almost as 
much caloric energy as the de- 
vouring flames—as a story will 
illustrate. 

In that time it was the custom 
of Gen. Robert Toombs, who had 
served as Secretary of State, 
and later as a field general in 
the Confederacy, to make a 
weekly journey from his home 
in Washington, Georgia, to At- 
lanta and return. The general, 
a lawyer, would attend to a lit- 
tle business in the courts, spend 
some time at the Kimball House 
bar, always the center of an 
admiring throng, and _ return 
home on the late afternoon 
*‘accommodation.”’

At this very first homeward 
stop on this particular day of 
the great Chicago fire, the usual 
large gathering was on hand, 
and as the familiar and greatly 
loved figure came down the 
cindery steps, a cheer went up. 

Then, hard on its heels, a 
farmer shouted: 

‘‘What’s the news in the cap- 
ital, General?”’ 

‘‘Great news, boys,” he cried,

because of The Tribune and its 
editor, Joseph Medill.

and worse. 

But wounds heal, and certain- 
ly today none wishes anything 
untoward for Chicago. It has 
troubles enough of its own. 

At any rate, the world will 
not end on the morrow, says Dr. 
Laughead, it merely will ‘‘begin 
to: end,’”’ as a series of great 
earthquakes and tidal waves, 
‘all pivoting on Chicago,’”’ cause 
the earth to leap like a goat in 
the spring.

The resilient American economy has 
bounced back from the slight recession of 
mid-1954 with amazing speed, say the 
economic analysts. Prophets of depression 
have been proved wrong again and the 
United States and the rest of the free 
world seem on the verge of an unprece- 
dented era of expansion. 


Many economists are now saying that 
there will never be a repetition of the 
great depression of the 1930s. What we've 
learned from it, they point out, is insur- 
ance against its ever happening again. 
The entire government and economic 
structure is geared against it. The vast 
improvement in our distribution system 
and in our productive capacity makes it 
unnecessary. 


~ Many Americans remember that the 
great depression of the 1930s did almost 
destroy us and the world along with us. 
We sat paralyzed while World War II 
incubated and as the whole economic sys- 
tem went to pieces. We tried remedies— 
the wrong ones. 

The deflationary spiral was helped 
along in every way possible. Taxes were 
raised; government spending was reduced; 
interest rates went up; loans were called 
in; mortgages were foreclosed; payrolls 
were reduced as the demand for goods 
lessened; wages were cut and goods and 
securities were dumped at whatever prices 
they would bring. Liquidation was the cry 
and liquidate we did. Banks failed by the 
hundreds and millions walked the streets 
looking for non-existent jobs. 

We learned a lot from the great de- 
pression. Although there are still argu- 
ments against it, govérnment accepted its 
responsibility for guarding the welfare 
of the people. We set up among many re- 
forms such things as unemployment com- 
pensation, social security, private pension 
plans and farm price supports. 

Business firms now perform functions 
as a matter of course that were subjects 
of bitter controversy less than two decades 
ago. By manipulation of credit and money 
policies, the federal government possess- 
es vast powers of economic control that 
were attacked as socialistic but now are 
accepted policy of both political parties. 

What has happened to the United 
States in the past 25 years is in the tra- 
dition that motivated the founders of the 
republic—a society organized in freedom 
for the greatest good of the many. The 
maligned New Deal was only its reaf- 
firmation. The system brought about 
miracles that the human race never 
dreamed of in any past era. To para- 
phrase the words of Franklin Roosevelt, 
the only thing we have to fear is our- 
selves.

But now this present generation of 
producers—wealth as well as babies—has 
just been presented another bill for pay- 
ment. The State Board of Education and 
the Board of Regents of the University 
System have asked for $13,000,000 and 
$12,000,000, respectively, additional funds 
for next year. 

No one has yet figured out how to 
escape the consequences of growth. If our 
social institutions fail to keep up with 
increased population and economic activi- 
ties, the penalty is decadence and poverty.

Help Save the Forests 


The decorated tree now is as much a 
part of the Christmas celebration as 
Santa himself. 

A German idea, the custom of the 
Christmas tree spread to England and the 
United States and then to whatever 
lands havé felt the influence of those 
nations of wanderers and colonizers. 

Fine as is the idea, it looked for 
awhile as if the annual demand for 
Christmas trees would denude the forests 
of all shapely evergreens. Respectable 
people would go forth before Christmas 
Eve, and armed with a hatchet, chop 
down whatever appealed to them. It 
could be a slow growing holly along a 
stream, or an ornamental shrub from a 
stranger’s yard. It was vandalism of the 
first degree, committed-in Ahe name of 
one of the greatest of Christian feasts. 

The commercialization of Christmas, 
deplored by many, at least has placed a 
stop to this bad practice. Christmas trees 
have become a profitable crop. They are 
planted and harvested like any, other 
crop. The buyer gets a better tree than 
the kind he once stole. And the hollies 
and cedars of the woods have a chance to 
reach maturity.

It Is Time To Reverse 
The Tide of Assistance 


Statistics and returning travelers both 
agree that Western Europe is back on its 
feet. Business is good nearly every- 
where. When prosperity turned that well- 
known corner, it did so with a rush. 

The war-devastated lands are flour- 
ishing to the extent that taxes can be cut. 
Both houses of the West German Parlia- 
ment have passed a bill reducing the na- 
tion’s income and corporation taxes by 
$700,000,000. The slash came despite the 
fact that rearmament is on the way, and 
a big military budget is inevitable. 

The tax reduction includes one of ap- 
proximately 25 per cent on all incomes, 
an end fervently wished for in these 
United States, but something we appar- 
ently cannot yet afford. : 

For years the United States has been 
helping support Europe as an aftermath 
of World War II. It is beginning to look 
now that the least the Germans can do is 
loan us some of their surplus funds, or 
perhaps send over a technical mission 
to teach Washington how to balance a 
budget. 


A Multipurpose Beast 
Is the Woolly Sheep 


Georgia’s swing from row crops to 
pastures has resulted in something of a 
revival of sheep raising. 

Time was when sheep were familiar 


sights on Georgia farms, and ranged the, 


valleys and cleared places in the northern 
mountains. Many a prosperous cotton 
mill began as a woolen mill, spinning 
local fibers, and converted to cotton 
when sheep raising died out. 

Recent -experiments show that sheep 
raising again is practical in Georgia, and 
is particularly desirable as a means of 
further diversifying agricultural products. 
Sheep are particularly well-suited to the 
mountain counties where land holdings 
are small, but with ,the right care, they 
will thrive almost anywhere. 

This year the Agricultural Extension 
Service of the University af Georgia will 
place flocks of 100 grade ewes each on 15 
selected farms, and purebred flocks of 30 
ewes each on four others. Geographically, 
the farms are distributed from Thomas 
County on the Florida line to Dade on the 
Tennessee and Alabama borders. 

The farms where the flocks will be 
placed will be used as demonstration cen- 
ters in an effort to spread the doctrine 
of sheep raising from a few isolated spots 
to Georgia at large.

Who Will Trigger 


Atomic Defense? 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower was 
naturally cautious about discussing the use of 
atomic weapons in defense of Western Europe, 
. policy on this subject is based on certain 
Among these are the following: 
the North Atlantic Treaty Supreme 


Commander Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther should assume that atomic 
weapons will be used in defense of the area. 


2. Authority to use these wea- 
pons, however, would rest, not 
with the military, but with the 
civilian authorities. 

3. So far as United States’ 
tional policy is concerned, au- 
thority to order the use of any 
atomic weapons, tactical or stra- 
tegic, rests solely with the Pres- 
ident. 

4. The, use of these weapons 
anywhere in the world might 
jeopardize the vital interests of 
other nations besides the United 
States, and therefore every pos- 
sible effort should be made to 
consult with the Allies to the full 
extent compatible with the safety 
of the United States or Allied Com- 
mand, 

These questions were aired 
fully at the Paris meeting of the 
North Atlantic Council, and it is 
generally assumed that the coun- 
cil will authorize Gen. Gruenther 
to plan the defense of Western Eu- 
rope on the assumption that atomic 
weapons will be used. 

The main question, however, 
is: Who can pull the trigger? And 
this raises so many fundamental 
questions that the Allies are not 
likely to answer anything except 
that it is too important a question 
to be left to the soldiers. 

The difficulties of deciding such 
questions in advance are obvious. 
On the one hand, the Allies are 
not likely to authorize the United 
States or its commander to take 
an action which would lay their 
countries open to atomic bombard- 
ment, 

On the other hand, the United 
States is not prepared to give to 
other countries the power of veto 
over an action which, in the in- 
stant of crisis, might be neces- 
poigh Pew defense of U.S. es 
the N.A.T.O. command, and 
whole of the region. 


na- 


One of the troubles here is that 
the wording of the North‘ Atlantic 
treaty is already out of date. It 
was not drafted to deal with the 
possibility of an atomic attack. 


For example, article five of the 
treaty obligates each member to 
consider, an attack on one as an 
attack on all, and it further obli- 
gates each nation to take—‘‘forth- 
with’’—such action as it deems 
necessary to restore and 
maintain the security of the North 
Atlantic area. 


This language was chosen to 
give each nation freedom to act 
as it saw fit against the aggressor, 
but in a world of atomic and 
hydrogen bombs, this language 
would authorize the United States 
to launch an atomic counter-at- 
tack without prior consultations 
with its allies, and thus leave 
them open to atomic retaliation. 


Nobody here has devised any 
solution to this dilemma. The 
President went about as far as he 
could in defining the. problem. 


He went on, however, to point 
out that the interests and concerns 
of other nations might be at stake 
in some circumstances and that 
their views had to be taken into 
account, 


The broad principle he is fol- 
lowing is maximum consultation 
consistent with the protection of 
the vital security interests of the 
United States and its allies. And 


this applies, not only to consul-, 


tation with the Allies, but with 
the Congress as well. ? 
Who pulls the trigger? In the 
whole realm of Allied policy, this 
is the most explosive question, and 
the only sensible answer anybody 
has devised is: ‘Let's work to-

In fact, hie out- 
lived the Queen, although at one 
time his chances didn’t look as 
good. 

Trudeau was a medical school 
graduate who got tuberculosis 
along with his diploma. That was 
1871 when a tuberculosis diagnosis 
was considered a death sentence. 
Dr. Trudeau thought so. He said, 
“I had consumption—the most fa- 
tal of diseases. How could I tell 
my wife? My dreams of success— 
they were ail shattered now.’’ 


The TB victim went high into the 
mountains to die. Instead, he found 
life. The rest did him good. He 
read everything he could find about 
TB. He talked to other doctors. He 
advanced an incredible idea—with 
complete rest, tuberculosis could 
be cured. 


In 1874, he built a hospital to 
prove his theory. It was a one- 
room building at Saranac Lake, 
N.Y., 40 miles from a railroad. 
The Trudeau Sanitaritim grew as 
people came from away off, like to 
Warm Springs for polio. The Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association was 
formed to bring victims knowl- 
edge, treatment and hope. 


Three weeks ago, the Trudeau 
Sanitarium was closed for lack of 
patients. Not because TB has been 
licked, but because the state, rec- 
ognizing its duty. to the public, has 
assumed _ responsibility for the 
treatment of tuberculosis victims. 


Larry Doyle, former second 
baseman, for the New York 
Giants, was the Trudeau institu- 
tion’s last patient. He was dis- 
charged Dec. 1 after being there 
12 years. 


Medical science has come to 
realize that rest is the essence, 
not the altitude of a remote moun- 
tain haven. New surgical methods 
and drugs have been discovered. 
The tuberculosis hospitals have 
been moved from the hills into 
urban areas where professional at- 
tention is more readily available 
and where families are near. 


The closing of the Trudeau hos- 
pital after 70 years does not signify 
the winning of the war. It means 
only a shift in the scene of battle. 

The campaign goes on. People 
still die of TB, more than 400° in 
Georgia this year. There is no 
quick, sure cure. Early detection 
affords the best hope. The weapon 
is the X-ray

Candles nowadays serve mostly 
for ornamental purposes, although 
there. was a time when they were 
a necessity in’ the house. I re- 
member when visiting in the home 
of a friend one day he began to 


look high and low for something 
he had misplaced. He found many 
articles he no longer knew he 
owned, but he didn’t find what-

Among those items which he ex- 
tracted from the back of a long- 
neglected table drawer was 4 
package of candles.

the 1956 presidential picture in any way, at any time, for any reason, 


Despite the surge of ‘‘Ike must 


run again’ statements, Justice 


Warren’s name has been figuring quite prominently in the thinking 
and talking of some Republican politicians. 


It isn’t that they don’t want Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to be renomi- 
nated—they do. But they are in- 
evitably casting about for an ac- 
ceptable, winning alternate if Mr. 
Eisenhower ultimately refuses. In 
the view of some, Justice Warren 
is the only Republican political 
leader who would keep his party 
to the middle-road course set by 
the President and who would have 
a good chance to win. 


But he feels that the chief jus- 
ticeship should remain untouched 
and untouchable by politics. 


He intends to do his part to keep 
it so. 

Justice Warren is annoyed, dis- 
pleased, irked, and implacably op- 
posed to recurring references to 
the possibility that. he might be 
drafted for the 1956 Republican 
presidential nomination or that he 
might be tempted to acquiesce, 

His answer is ‘‘no’”’ and he makes 
it clear that if the circumstances 
ever required, he would put his 
refusal in such conclusive terms 
that he would make Sherman’s fa- 
mous rejection seem like a quibble. : 

When the former California gov- 
ernor came to the court, he said 
that he had put partisan politics 
behind. him. He doesn’t quite un-

As far back, for instance, as 
77 years, back to the safe and 
sound Rutherford B. Hayes, who

Samuel J. Tilden. In his very first 
utterance after becoming Presi- 
dent, his inaugural address, he 
endorsed federal aid to education, 
if needed, and justified it in words 
that are applicable today. The epi- 
sode is brought back in a new and 
definitive and highly entertaining 
book about the man Hayes and his 
era — ‘Rutherford EB Hayes and 
His America’’\— by Harry Bar- 
nard who hardly needs to inter- 
ject that the Hayes idea would 
be regarded as “‘socialistic’’ in 
some circles today. 

What President Hayes said was 
that ‘‘at the basis of all prosperity 

lies the ‘improvement of the 

intellectual sand moral condition of 
the people. Universal’ suffrage 
should rest upon universal educa 
tion. To this end, liberal and per 
manent provision should be made 
for the support of free schouls 
by the state governments and, it 
need be, supplemented by legiti- 
mate aid from national authority.” 

How that need exists today we 
can see all around us in the shock- 
ing condition of our schools. That 
was recognized in fact by another 
Ohioan, one. of our era, the late 
Sen. Taft. 

Today practical legislators in- 


terested in our schools are aiming 
lower. They seek only federal aid 
to help states with construction of 
school buildings and facilities, in- 
stead of the broader aims em- 
bodied in the Taft bill which also 
included help on general operating 
expenses so that the beggarly sala- 
ries paid to teachers might be im- 
proved. 

President Eisenhower, however, 
has caught up with Rutherford B. 
Hayes so far as school construc- 
tion is concerned. In a message 
te Congress last year he said ‘the 
Federal Government should stand 


ready to assist states which de- 


monstrably cannot provide eutli- 
cie..t school buildings.” 
Meanwhile, every. 15 minutes 50 
more children, enough to fill ’a 
classroom, reach school age. Our 
debilitated school plant, which was 
not kept up during the depression 
and the Second World War, con- 
tinues to burst open at the seams.

Gravity, he said, is what 
causes objects to fall to earth. 

Dr. Gray grew wheat seedlings 
experimentally in a _ centrifuge 
where gravity could be increased 
up to 500 times the normal on 
earth. 

When normal gravity was mul- 
tiplied up to 100 times, growth of 
the wheat was stimulated. 
| **The tissues seemed to do more 
work,” Dr. Gray said, “‘and the 
wheat reached its normal height.’’ 

But when the gravity was in- 
‘creased from 100 to 500 times 
‘normal, the wheat plants were no 
longer able to grow to normal 
height. Their growth was hin- 
dered by the greatly increased 
force of gravitation. 


| Why study gravity? 


NEGLECTED 
“Because gravity is always 
with us,’’ Dr. Gray replied, ‘‘and 
its effect on growth has received 
almost no study in the past.”’ 
The Air Force became inter- 
ested in studies of gravity early 
in World War II because of its 
role in aviation, Dr. Gray said. 
Dr. Gray's research on gravity 
at Emory is partly financed by 
the National Institute of Health 
of the Public Health Service. 
The Emory scientist selected 
for research purposes the coleop- 
tile—or the first shoot—of the 
germinating wheat seedlings be- 
cause it pushes straight up and 
completes its life cycle in four 
days. Growth of the wheat in test 
tubes could be easily measured, 
he said. 
| Although normal gravity 
| be increased, Dr. Gray said there 
\is no satisfactory method known 
'to man which will decrease or 


power gravity. 


SPECULATION 


Dr. Gray said since gravity 
can't be reduced on earth, he 
could only speculate on the effect 
lowering gravity might have on 
growth. 

‘“‘We spend most of our lives 
fighting gravity,’’ Dr. Gray said. 
“‘We do a lot of work, trying to 
stay upright.” . 


Dr. Gray said the average per- 


son is about one-fourth inch 
shorter at night than he is when 
he gets up in the morning be- 
cause the force of gravity causes 
him to sag. 

‘‘Gravity lowers the stature in 
old age,”’ he said, ‘“‘and drags 
down your eheeks, noses and 
'chins. It is a very powerful 
force.’’

Typhoid Damaged 


Reputation of ‘Veep 

Typhoid fever almost ruined 
the reputation of Andrew John- 
son because of an incident that 
occurred during his inaugura- 
tion as viee president under 
Lincoln. The malady led to 
complications that are not list- 
ed in medical textbooks. 

Several weeks after his ele 
tion he was severely pros 
ed by typhoid. The disease 
so common during this era its 
presence could not be used as 
an excuse for staying away 
from the inaugural ceremonies. 

The vice president-elect left 
his sick bed at Nashville for 
Washington. On the evening 
before the great event, he was 
wined and dined by a group of 
friends and next morning found 
him so ill a physician had to be | 
summoned. 

His condition resulted from a 
combination of too much to 
drink, too little sleep, and the 
after effects of typhoid. 

Johnson’s physician advised 
him to remain in bed but he 
decided to go to the Capitol. 
He took a stiff swig of whisky. 
But between the effects of the 
drink, the heat of the room, 
and his weakened state, John- 
son became woozy and befud- 
dled. His speech was incoherent 
and his friends, including Presi- 
dent Lincoln, were humiliated. 

Johnson was put to bed and 
many consultations were ar- 
ranged. After several weeks, 
he was sent to the country and 
recovery came slowly. 

Johnson’s enemies took ad- 
vantage of. the situation and 
started rumors that the vice 
president was a drunkard. 

In former days pe-:iodic epi- 
demics were the rule. Most 
physicians recognized the con- 
dition at a glance and some 
claimed they could make the 
diagnosis by the smell. The 
disease also played a major 
role in earlier wars and 
responsible for more deaths 
than the battlefield. 

The typhoid carrier once was 
a menace, especially when he 
was a kitchen or dairy worker. 
The housefly did its part. and 
many cases were traced to eat- 
ing oysters or other shellfish 
taken from infected streams. 

In the United . States, ty- 
phoid was brought under .con- 
trol rapidly when improve- 
ments were made in sanitation 
and a typhoid vaccine became 
available. Nowadays the mal- 
ady is so rare many younger 

physicians never have seen a 

case.
